‘-The natives of Borneo 
are divided into innumerable tribes, 
averaging thirty to forty families each. 
They wear little or no clothing, the 
i general garb being a breech cloth tied 
about their loins. 
Away back in the 
interior is a tribe that the natives call 
orangoutangs, who live like monkeys, 
subsisting on roots and fruit. 
It was 
among these people Darwin hoped to 
find his missing link, and had a party 
of explorers among them for many 
months.
